Gentlemen, 

The  annexed  report  of  the  Borough  Librarian  gives  a 
succinct  account  of  the  present  state  of  the  Libraries  and  their 
recent  developments. 

The  period  which  it  embraces  has  been  a  notable  one  ; 
it  has  witnessed  the  establishment  of  the  Central  Library  in  a 
permanent  building,  in  which  its  scope  and  utility  will  be  greatly 
increased. 

The  institution  has  now  been  established  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  it  has  grown  from  a  very  small  beginning  to  take  rank 
with  the  greatest  in  the  country  both  in  efficiency  and  importance. 

The  Library  shelves  contain  the  best  works  of  fiction, 
they  also  hold  works  of  biography,  history,  science,  professional 
and  industrial  study,  and  though  there  will  always  be  a  demand 
for  the  lighter  literature  onr  statistics  show  an  unmistakable 
increase  in  the  demand  for  the  more  intellectual  works  and  for 
books  of  study  and  reference. 

The  Museums  were  visited  during  the  year  by  35,043 
persons  ;  High  Street  Museum,  27,483;  Dickens'  Birthplace,  7,560. 

In  the  ensuing  Records  of  Issues,  Financial  Statement 
aud  other  statistics  the  year's  work  is  set  ont  in  detail.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Libraries  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

The  year  1908  has  been  especially  memorable  in  the  history 
of  the  Portsmouth  Public  Library  for  the  removal  of  the  Central  and 
Referonce  Departments  to  more  commodious  premises.  Town  Hall 
Square,  Pari?  Road,  satisfactorily  meets  the  demand  for  space  which 
an  increased  issue  of  books  necessarily  incurs.  The  removal  was 
effected  most  efficiently  and  with  a  smoothness  of  direction  reflecting 
the  utmost  credit  upon  everyone  concerned. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Twenty-Fifth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Borough  Libraries. 

Stock. — The  total  number  of  volumes  stocked  in  the  Central 
and  Branch  Libraries  are  76,596.  A  detailed  classification  of  the 
stock  is  given  on  Tables  A,  B,  C,  and  Ca.  A  net  gain  of  new  books 
for  the  year  1,674. 

Issues  at  Central  Library. — The  Central  Library  was 
open  for  the  issue  and  return  of  books  on  254  days  ;  and  83,375 
volumes  were  borrowed  for  home  reading  (see  Table  3). 

Binding. — The  Bindery  Department  called  for  an  outlay  of 
£207  17s.  Od.  in  wages  and  £17  for  material.  The  work  turned  out 
consisted  of  804  volumes  in  half-persian  and  20  volumes  in  cloth,  881 
volumes  re-sewn  and  re-cased  and  1,564  volumes  repaired.  The  staff 
of  the  bindery  also  spent  2,000  hours  in  mending  books,  mounting 
maps,  printing  book  and  card  numbers,  etc.,  for  detailed  statement 
see  Table  D. 

The  Reference  Department  was  opened  306  days,  the  total 
number  of  volumes  issued  during  the  year  was  13.025,  giving  a  daily 
average  of  42*5.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  extended  use  of  the 
Reference  Library  under  its  highly  improved  conditions,  especially  as 
the  students  of  the  Municipal  College  and  members  of  the  classes  in 
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connection  with  the  University  of  Cambridge  Lectures,  are  increasingly 
appreciating  the  advantages  offered  to  them  in  the  way  of  expensive 
text-books  and  works  of  Reference.  The  whole  of  the  books  have  been 
classified  on  the  system  known  as  Fletcher's  Classification  and  each 
volume  has  been  carefully  catalogued  on  cards  under  author,  translator, 
editor,  the  title  and  subject  ;  together  with  a  series  of  cross  references 
to  special  matter  treated  of  in  the  work  but  not  necessarily  indicated 
on  the  titled  page,  and  arranged  in  one  alphabetical  sequence.  By  this 
arrangement  the  catalogue  in  all  its  various  sections  is  always  to  be 
found  in  a  state  of  perfect  alphabetical  or  dictionary  form,  and  the 
addition  of  new  books  from  time  to  time,  in  no  way  interferes  with  the 
work  previously  done. 

The  list  of  Directories  supplied  to  the  Library  has  been 
carefully  revised  since  our  removal  to  our  new  quarters,  aud  a  number 
of  these  publications  were  removed  from  the  display  shelves.  The 
Committee  have  exercised  a  careful  watch  on  all  the  directories  offered 
for  presentation.  A  list  of  those  on  view  are  posted  upon  the  notice 
board.  Colonial  reports  and  emigration  pamphlets  are  placed  in  the 
Newspaper  Room,  Magazine  Room,  and  the  Reference  Department  for 
consultation. 

During  the  year  442  applications  were  made  for  books  over- 
due, and  in  64  cases  recourse  had  to  be  made  to  the  Guarantors,  after 
a  repeated  application.  Seven  volumes  in  the  Lending  Department, 
however,  have  beemlost  since  and  during  our  removal  in  June  last,  and 
six  books  in  the  Reference  Department  cannot  be  accounted  for. 

Receipts  for  fines  for  the  undue  detention  of  books  and 
damage  to  same  amounted  to  £58  12s.  lid.,  and  for  the  sale  of  Waste 
Paper  £10  15s.  2d.  £22  lis.  2d.  was  also  received  for  the  sale  of 
Catalogues. 

Branch  Libraries. — The  activities  of  the  Branch  Libraries 
continue  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  residents  in  the  various 
districts  where  these  Branches  are  situated,  and  the  work  of  the 
Librarians-in-charge  and  the  assistance  in  these  branches  show  a 
record  gratifying  to  the  public  and  worthy  of  the  cordial  approval  of 
the  Libraries'  Committee.  Each  Libiarian-in-charge  has  furnished  me 
with  a  statistical  report  as  to  the  year's  work  but  they  necessarily  treat 
in  most  cases  of  similar  experiences  and  developments.  The  work  in 
the  Victoria  Road  Branch  has  been  done  in  the  face  of  very  unsatis- 
factory conditions.  It  is  not  only  the  limit  of  shelf  space  that  is 
reached  and  that  books  are  placed  iu  remote  corners,  but  that  there  is 
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no  counter  room  where  the  Librarian  can  place  before  the  eye  of  the 
public  books  which  it  would  be  of  the  highest  interest  and  value  for 
the  public  to  see.  For  statistics  for  Victoria  Road  Branch  see  Tables  5 
and  5a  ;  for  North  End  Branch  see  Tables  6  and  Be  ;  for  Carnegie 
Branch  see  Tables  8  and  9. 

Reading  Booms. — These  rooms  are  the  most  popular  of  all 
the  departments.  A  good  selection  of  newspaper  and  periodical 
literature  has  been  provided.  The  number  of  Newspapers,  Magazines, 
Periodicals,  Reviews,  etc.,  supplied  to  the  Libraries  and  placed  in  the 
various  reading  rooms  are  shown  on  Table  10. 

Borrowers'  cards  were  issued  to  3,988  new  borrowers,  as 
against  3,297  in  the  previous  report.  1,426  have  been  cancelled  for 
reasons  shewn  on  Table  2.  The  actual  number  of  cards  in  use  at  all 
the  Libraries  being  29,898,  an  increase  of  3,982. 

Donations.  — 191  books  and  pamphlets  were  donated  during 
the  year  and  grateful  acknowledgments  are  extended  to  the  douors. 
The  detail  of  gifts  will  be  found  recorded  in  an  appendix  to  this  report.

To  the  Worshipf  ul  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Portsmouth. 

Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  Twenty- Sixth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Borough  Librarian  and  invite  your  attention  to  the  work 
for  the  year  1909-10.  An  examination  of  this  Report  cannot  fail 
to  be  gratifying  to  yourselves  as  well  as  to  the  Burgesses  of 
Portsmouth,  as  evidence  of  the  increasing  importance  of  the  work 
confided  to  the  Libraries'  Committee.  The  increase  in  attendance, 
as  well  as  the  use  of  the  Central  Library  and  two  of  its  Branches, 
must  satisfy  the  Borough  of  Portsmouth  of  the  importance  of  not 
only  continuing,  but  of  increasing  the  appropriation  for  the  use  of 
the  Libraries.  The  Southsea  Branch  is  still  in  need  of  better 
quarters,  which  I  hope  the  Council  will  supply  as  soon  as  a  site 
becomes  available. 

The  Museum  in  High  Street  was  visited  by  26,956  persons, 
and  Dickens'  Birthplace  in  Commercial  Road  by  14,500,  against 
7,500  last  year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Libraries'  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  that  I  submit  my  Twenty- 
Sixth  Annual  Keport  of  the  Borough  Libraries  for  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  1910.  ° 

I  propose  to  point  out  some  of  the  most  prominent  facts 
connected  with  the  tables  which  are  attached,  in  the  hope  that  they 
may  prove  of  interest  not  only  to  the  Committee,  but  to  the  readers 
who  use  the  Library  as  well  as  members  of  the  general  public  who 
visit  the  same  and  are  interested  in  its  work. 

Table  A.  Deals  with  the  Lending  Library  Stock,  and  it  will  be  seen 
that  this  now  consists  of  51,550  volumes,  of  which  1  496  have 
been  added  during  the  year.  Of  the  687  withdrawn,  the  same 
number  of  volumes  have  been  replaced;  the  61  volumes  which 
were  not  replaced  were  old  books  and  of  such  small  interest  as 
to  be  not  worth  replacing.  Twelve  volumes  were  lost  and  paid 
for  by  borrowers.  Four  could  not  be  traced  and  were  unac- 
counted for.  Fifty  volumes  were  destroyed  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  value  of  £8  4s.  Od. 

Table  D.  Binding  Account  shows  1,148  have  been  bound,  and  339 
resewn  and  recased;  a  large  percentage  of  these  books  were 
issued  from  fifty  to  seventy  times  in  the  course  of  a  year. 

Table  3.    Classified  Circulation  of  Books.    Days  open  282,  with  an 
issue  of  99,770,  exclusive  of  renewals  which  number  3  399 
There  is  an  increase  in  every  class  and  a  daily  average  of 
3o37,  the  percentage  of  Fiction  69. 
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Table  4.  Reference  Department.  Days  open,  304.  13,347  volumes 
were  issued,  being  a  daily  average  of  GO  3.  Patent  Office 
Publications  (Abridgements  of  Specifications,  Illustrated  Official 
Journal,  Law  Reports  and  Trade  Marks  Journal)  also  the 
Australian  Journal  of  Trade  Marks  have  been  issued  to  120 
searchers.  The  above  figures,  as  stated  in  previous  reports, 
do  not  represent  the  whole  use  made  of  the  Reference  Depart- 
ment, readers  having  direct  access  to  200  volumes  of 
Dictionaries,  Directories,  the  National  Encyclopaedia,  Gazet- 
teers, Annuals,  &c,  no  form  of  application  being  required.  The 
figures  given  are  taken  from  signed  forms  only.  The  Stock  in 
this  Department  is  6,855  exclusive  of  Patent  Specifications,  85 
volumes  have  been  added  during  the  year,  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  keep  this  department  quite  up-to-date. 

Table  7a.  Give  the  total  number  of  borrowers  who  have  joined 
during  the  year  to  be  3,865,  and,  as  usual,  our  readers  come 
from  all  classes  of  the  community.  The  total  number  of 
parsons  now  holding  cards  for  home  reading  is  32,676.  Bor- 
rowers' cards  are  available  at  any  of  the  Borough  Libraries. 

Overdue  Books.  790  written  or  personal  applications  have  been 
made  to  borrowers  for  the  return  of  overdue  books,  bub  in  only 
90  cases  have  an  appeal  to  the  Guarantor  been  necessary  to 
secure  the  return  of  a  book.  70  borrowers  neglected  to  comply 
with  rule  14,  which  requires  a  notice  of  change  of  address  to  be 
made  to  the  Libiarian. 

Attendance  in  all  Departments.  Basing  calculations  upon  the 
statistics  afforded  by  daily  counts  taken  at  regular  intervals, 
it  is  estimated  that  some  811,000  persons  have  visited  the 
Central  Library  during  the  year  under  review. 

Stocktaking.  The  Library  was  closed  for  the  annual  stocktaking 
from  30th  June  to  24th  July.  As  previously  stated  only  four 
books  could  not  be  accounted  for. 

Foreign  Literature.  To  meet  a  demand  for  Foreign  Literature 
which  has  grown  amongst  the  borrowers,  the  Committee  have 
established  a  Library  of  such  literature  consisting  of  French, 
German,  Italian,  and  Spanish  works  in  the  Central  Lending 
Department, 

Fines,  The  amount  received  in  fines  for  the  detention  of  books 
beyond  the  14  days  allowed  for  reading  was  £19  13s.  5d. 
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BRANCH  LIBRARIES 


CARNEGIE  BRANCH. 

The  increasing  popularity  of  the  Carnegie  Branch  referred  to 
in  last  year's  report  has  been  well  maintained.  There  are  3,200 
borrowers  holding  cards  for  the  Lending  Department.  The  Magazine 
Room  and  Newspaper  Room  are  frequently  crowded. 

Since  October,  Classes  in  Industrial  Economics  have  been 
meeting  in  the  Lecture  Room.  These  classes  are  under  the  joint 
auspices  of  the  Workers'  Education  Association  and  Cambridge 
University.  The  Lecturers  from  the  University  have  been  Mr  W.  T. 
Layton  and  Mr.  H.  G,  Wood,  and  the  attendance  of  40  members  of 
the  classes  have  been  exceedingly  satisfactory,  Professor  Hobhouse, 
of  the  London  School  of  Economics,  Mr.  J.  W.  Headlam,  Staff  In- 
spector of  the  Board  of  Education  have,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  J. 
Henessey,  Secondary  Inspector,  visited  the  classes.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  Library  for  this  special 
Educatioual  Work  have  met  a  real  need.
